Where this pigment oc- 
curs, either vitamin A is present 
or the carotene ia changed in the 
body to vitamin A. Other yellow 
vegetables such as sweetpotatoes, 
pumpkin, yellow corn, or yellow 
turnips are are also better sources 
of vitamin A than 
are white 


potatoes, white corn, or white 
turnips. 


Carrots, as it happens, are a 


rich source of vitamin B 
and 


vitamin C, as well as of vitamin 
A. The necessity of assuring an 
adequate supply of vitamin A, 
however, 
makes 
the cheaper 


vegetable sources of this vitamin 
especially useful in the low-cost 
dist. Therefore use plenty of car- 
rots, says the bureau, for they are 
an important and cheap protec- 
tive food 


Like cabbage and turnips, car- 


rots are often eaten raw, and in 
that form give their fullest 
food 


values Hence the Bureau of Home 
Economics suggests the frequent 
use of rew carrot sticks, chopped 
or grated carrot in salads, alone 
or combined with raw „ cabbage, 
with raw turnips, with cooked 
vegetables, or in gelatin 


Scientific cookery methods are 


necessary in the cooking of car- 
rots, as of all other vegtables, if 
the mineral and vitamin value are 
to be pressrved To prevent such 
losses so far as possible, carrots 
may be steamed whole or baked in 
the pan with a roast, or simmered

Two Types of Camel* 


There are two types of camels — 


the one-humped or Arabian, and the 
two-humped or Bactnan. The for- 
mer is sometimes also called the 
dromedary. 
As correctly used th& 


word dromedary applies only to the 
one-humped variety. The number 
of humps is the most outstanding 
difference between these two types, 
but in addition the Bactnan camel 
is- more heavily set, shorter, and 
has much, longer hair of a darker 
color than the Arabian variety.

ALL THOUGHT SAVED 


For a time it was -oeileved that 


all of the patients had been saved. 
They could not be accounted for at 
the sanitarium but 
officials be- 


lieved they might have fled 
from 


the scene. As the firs was extin- 
guished, however, two of 
the 


bodies could be seen among the 
wreckage, and further search re- 
vealed the other seven,. 


Owing to the charred condition 


of some of the bodies, officials ex- 
pressed doubt whether some of 
them could be positively 'identi- 
fied. 


The fire, according to Mrs. Vir- 


ginia Glendenning, superintendent 
at the sanitarium and wife of Dr. 
Glendenning, started in the hall- 
way below the first floor. 


Miss Ethel Craig, one of the two 


nurses in the cottage, discovered 
the blaze and aroused'the sanitar- 
ium officials. Then she and Miss 
Florence Farrell, the second nurse, 
began to lead the terror-stricken 
inmates to safety. 


The delay in the arrival of the 


fira department was caused by the 
fact that phone connections could 
not be made immediately, accord-' 
ing to Mrs Glendenning. She said 
she did not blame the fire depart- 
ment for the delay.
